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PREFACE. 


One  of  the  most  reraaricable  occurreocw  in  the 
doinestic  history  of  the  year  1817  was  the  double  re- 
Bewal  of  the  bill  for  the  suspension  of  the  Habeas  Cor- 
pus Act,  moved  first  in  (he  two  Houses  iiearthccinsc  of 
FebrHary,  and  afterwards,  upon  a  fresh  alarm,  in  the 
month  of  June.  The  majorities  by  which  these  mea- 
rares  were  carried  sufficiently  indicated  the  affright 
which  was  spread  through  the  most  opulent,  and  the 
most  timorous,  class  of  the  nation ;  at  the  same  time 
tbe  number  was  not  inconsiderable  of  those  who  held 
firmly  to  the  maintenance  of  laws  which  were  regard- 
ed as  the  palladium  of  English  liberty.  The  termina- 
tion of  these  disputes  threw  a  degree  of  discredit  upon 
the  ministry,  who,  by  the  employment  of  spies,  seemed 
to  aggravate  the  discontents  which  were  already  too 
prevalent  among  the  inferior  ranks  of  the  people. 

The  preceding  year  had  afforded  a  happy  augury  to 
the  nation,  in  the  union  of  the  daughter  of  the  Prince 
Regent  to  Prince  Leopold  of  Saxe  Cobourg,  which 
promised  a  lasting  source  of  domestic  felicity.  The 
connexion  was  blest  with  a  hope  of  progeny,  which 
was  brought  to  maturity  early  in  November ;  but,  to 
tbe  unspeakable  disappointment  of  the  general  expec. 
tation,  the  Princess  sunk  under  the  effort,  and  after 
having  been  the  mother  of  a  dead  child,  became  her- 
self the  victim.  The  public  feeling  was  scarcely  ever 
AS  .  marked 
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marked  by  a  more  uoiversal  mourniDg  ;  and  the  year 
concluded  with  every  expression  of  regret  and  com- 
miseration from  a  people  actuated  by  a  congenial 
sentiment. 

In  the  rest  of  Europe  little  has  occurred  to  disturb 
the  general  tranquillity.  By  an  official  note  from  the 
allied  courts  presented  to  the  Duke  de  Richelieu, 
notice  was  given  of  their  intention  considerably  to  re_ 
duce  the  army  by  which  France  was  occupied,  reckon- 
ing from  the  first  of  April  of  the  current  year ;  and 
there  is  reason  to  expect  that  a  similar  diminution  will 
take  place,  till  the  French  nation  is  entirely  relieved 
from  the  load  under  which  it  has  long  laboured. 

Spain  has  partaken  in  some  degree  of  the  disorders 
which,  from  the  time  of  the  king's  return,  has  kept 
her  in  agitation.  In  January,  the  cry  of  the  constitu- 
tion was  raised  in  the  city  of  Valencia,  said  to  have 
been  in  consequence  of  a  tax  on  coals.  The  vigour 
of  General  £lio,  however,  soon  brought  it  to  a  close. 
In  Barcelona  a  much  more  dangerous  conspiracy  was 
planned  inthebeginningof  April,of  whichthe  Generals 
Lacy  and  Milans  were  the  leaders.  The  captain- general 
of  the  province,  having  obtained  timely  notice  of  the 
plot,  put  the' troops  in  motion,  and  a  few  hours  were 
sufficient  to  restore  tranquillity.  Lacy,  who  was  taken 
prisoner,  was  condemned  by  a  court-martial,  and  was 
sent  as  a  captive  to  Majorca,  where  an  attempt  to 
e-icape  from  his  guard  was  the  cause  of  his  death.

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tory  of  Montevideo.  The  courts  of  Austria,  Great 
Britaio,  Prussia,  Russia,  and  France,  on  being  in- 
formed of  this  singular  transaction^  addressed  a  strong 
memorial  to  the  government  of  Portugal  and  Brazil, 
in  which  they  informed  his  most  Faithful  Majesty  that 
it  was  impossible  for  them  to  look  upon  the  aggression 
committed  against  Spain  in  any  other  light  than  as  an 
act  of  hostility.  In  the  mean  time  an  insurrection 
broke  out  at  Pernambuco,  a  province  of  Brazil,  which 
assumed  a  serious  aspect,  being  chiefly  encouraged 
among  the  officers  of  Olinda  and  Recife.  A  battle, 
however,  in  which  the  royal  forces  entirely  defeated 
the  insurgents,  soon  put  an  end  to  the  insurrection ; 
and  the  result  of  the  application  of  the  European 
courts  has  not  yet  been  given  to  the  public. 

Some  time  after,  Portugal  itself  was  threatened 
with  a  revolution,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  estab- 
lish a  government  for  that  country,  independent  of 
South  America.  Its  principal  promoters  were  the 
Lieutenant-general  Gomez  Freres  de  Andrade,  and 
the  Baron  d'Eben ;  but  before  all  the  preparations  had 
been  made,  the  whole  plot  was  discovered,  and  an 
arrest  took  place  of  the  persons  concerned.  The 
very  slow  procedure  of  the  German  states,  and  the 
apparent  reluctance  of  several  of  the  members  to  join 
in  establishing  the  principles  of  free  government,  has 
thrown  back  to  another  year  the  general  result  of 
their  deliberations ;  nor  does  it  yet  appear  how^soon 
a  desirable  conclusion  can  be  brought  to  effect.  Fi- 
nancial dilhculties  occur  in  several  of  the  states;  and 
till  they  are  settled,  it  seems  in  vain  to  expect  a  satis- 
factory solution  of  their  embroiled  affaira.     Prussia* 
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in  particular,  is  said  to  be  much  incensed  against 
the  excuses  and  tergiversations  of  France;  and  where 
the  stronger  power  is  reduced  to  plead  an  impossibility 
of  fulfilling  her  engagements,  the  weaker  power  can 
scarcely  avoid  a  forced  submission. 

The  King  of  Wurtemburgh  has  found  it  necessary 
to  dissolve  the  assembly  of  his  states,  in  consequence 
of  their  reBisat  to  confirm  a  constitution  proposed  to 
them  by  his  Majesty ;  and  he  took  into  his  own  hands 
the  administration  of  the  finances  for  the  years  1817 
and  1818. 

The  duchy  of  Saxe  Weimar  seems  to  have  been  the 
only  German  state  which  has  hitherto  declared  its 
adhesion  to  the  true  principles  of  a  free  constitution^ 
and  a  proposition  moved  by  the  reigning  Duke  to  the 
diet  of  the  empire  sitting  at  Frankfort  was  formally 
placed  under  theguaranty  of  the  German  Confedera- 
tion by  a  vote  given  by  Austria,  and  afterwards  con- 
curred in  by  the  other  powers. 

A  speech  delivered  by  the  president  Mr.  Monroe  to 
the  American  Congress,  on  the  second  of  December, 
announced  that  the  revenue  arising  from  imports  and 
tonnage,  with  that  from  the  sale  of  the  public  lands, 
would  be  fully  adequate  to  the  support  of  the  civil 
government,  of  the  military  and  naval  establishment, 
and  of  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  without  the 
aid  of  internal  taxes;  for  which  reason  the  President 
recommended  their  repeal  to  the  Congress.  It  was 
perhaps  scarcely  expected,  that  so  soon  after  a  war, 
the  national  balance  would  appear  in  a  condition  which 
would  admit  of  so  favourable  a  statement.

MOTION   ON   TRP.    PUBLIC   INCOME

Tbey 
might,  said  his  lordship,  be  mis- 
taken in  this  reasoning,  but  it  was 
unjust  to  brand  it  as  hostile  to 
the  government,  when  it  had  been 
over  and  over  again  maintained  in 
parliament  by  the  most  illustrious 
statesmen,  that  a  reform  in  the 
representation  was  the  only  possi- 
ble security  for  our  invaluable 
constitution.  This  alone  had  been 
the  object  of  every  one  of  the  nu- 
merous meetings  which  had  so 
much  alarmed  his  majesty's  mi- 
nisters, and  which  they  had  taken 
such  violent  and  dangerous  mea- 
sures to  suppress. 

Speaking  of  the  suspension  of 
the  Habeas  Corpus,  bis  lordship 
said,  the  House  might  depeud 
upon  it,  and  he  spoke  from  an  ex- 
perience which  scarcely  ever  be- 
longed to  any  other  man,  that  the 
administration  of  justice,  instead 
of  being  strengthened  by  it,  was 
sure  to  suffer  in  the  extreme  from 
the  odium  attaching  even  upon 
just  prosecutions ;  and  govern- 
ment might  lay  ito  account  with 
being  completely  foiled  in  every 
attempt  to  produce  order  and  obe- 
dience by  judicial  trials,  as  long  aa 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  remained 
suspended,  and  other  measures  of 
distrust  and  coerdon  were  in 
toTct  egainat  the  whole  mass  o£ 
the  people. 

Lord  Redetdale,  in  his  speech  in 
favour  of  ministers,  observed  t'oat 
■  great  deal  had  been  said  abAut 
spies  and  informers,  aiyl  the  in- 
ramy  of  employing  such  chpnc 
tera.  But  he  would  ask,  wh  ether 
in  the  history  of  the  whole  -irorld 
an  instance  of  the  detection,  of  a 
conspiracy  of  this  kind  mgxW  be 
found  but  by  such  means.     Jf  was 


really  ridiculous  to  decty  the  em- 
ployment of  such  instruments  un- 
der such  circumstances.  That  prac- 
tice was  even  more  necessary  now 
than  on  any  former  occasion,  es- 
pecially in  1793,  for  the  aecrecy 
and  caution  of  the  conspirators 
were  so  much  greater. 

Eart  Greg,  touching  upon  the 
argument  in  his  speech  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  ques  tion,  s<ud  that 
he  had  thought  that  this  practice 
hod  been  condemued  by  oistora 
and  statesmen,  and  by  great  men 
of  every  age  and  nation ;  that  it 
was  a  practice  sanctioned  only  by 
the  most  despotic  governments  j 
that  it  poisoned  the  sources  of 
confidence  between  man  and  man ; 
and  was  destructive  of  domestic 
happiness  and  individual  security. 
He  regarded  the  employment  of 
such  engines  as  the  great  distinc- 
tiim  between  a  free  and  a  despotic 
government ;  but  if  these  men, 
sent  to  penetrate  into  the  desigus 
of  others,  were  to  impel  them  to 
the  commission  of  crimes,  what 
must  be  the  state  of  society  to 
sanction  such  a  proceeding  ?  He 
was  himself  persuaded  that  these 
disturbances  might  have  been  put 
down  without  the  use  of  any  such 
means ;  and  he  himente<l  to  see 
in  that  House,  as  well  as  in  the 
other,  and  in  the  whole  commu- 
nity, n  sort  of  apathy  and  disre- 
gard of  the  conduct  of  ministers, 
and  a  disposition  to  fly  to  force  as 
a  cure  for  those  evils  for  which 
the  law  had  appropriated  milder 
anil  more  eflicacious  remedies. 

The  £or(o/Lwerpf»I  said,  tbst 
the  real  question  was,  whether 
there  did  not  exist,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  that  House,  on  organized 
conspiracy  for  overturning  the 
governmeiit.

Mr.  Harriott 
was  then  placed  in  a  warm  bath. 
At  eight  o'clock  the  same  morning 
this  gentleman  was  agikin  sent 
for  ;  lie  fuund  Mr.  Harriott  bleed- 
ing fitim  several  self-inflicted 
wounds  in  different  parts  of  his 
body.  On  the  left  temple  was  a 
slight  wi'Und,  which  hsi)  divided 
a  branch  of  the  temporal  artery. 
In  the  left. arm,  below  the  elbow, 
was  another  wound,  about  two 
inches  long,  and  about  the  fourth 
of  on  inch  deep.  The  veins  only 
of  the  arm  were  injured,  and  the 
artery  imtouched.  The  la»t,  and 
most  serious  wound,  was  in 
the  abdomen,  over  the  stomach, 
through  which  a  portion  of  the 


intestines  hail  protruded.  Thi« 
wound  would  have  been  mortal  in 
mMt  cases,  from  the  subsequent 
inflammation,  but  was  not  consi- 
dered so  in  the  present  instance, 
ouing  to  the  profuse  discharge  of 
blood.  On  dissection  after  death, 
by  order  of  the  coroner,  the  blad- 
der was  found  highly  ulcerated, 
and  tilled  with  coagulated  blood, 
which,  by  the  able  practitioners 
who  attended,  was  considered  b9 
the  immediate  cause  nf  death. 

It  was  proved,  that  during  the 
last  fortnight,  the  Ivculties  of  the 
deceased  were  greatly  impaired, 
and  his  mind  overcome  by  dcgec- 
tiun,  from  a  continued  scries  of 
pain  and  su Bering. 

The  coroner  called  the  attention 
of  the  jury,  in  the  first  place,  to 
the  statement  which  bail  been 
given  as  to  the  situation  of  the  de- 
ceased's mind  and  understanding, 
and  left  it  to  them  to  decide,  whe- 
ther he  bad  contributed  to  his 
own  death,  or  had  come  to  liia 
end  by  natural  means  from  the 
effect  of  bis  complaint. — Verdict, 
Natural  Death.

Lungley  and  brewer,  at 
Ahbott"3-hall  Fiirm,  Gieat  Wig- 
borough,  in  this  county,  which, 
in  a  short  time,  entirely  consumed 
the  whole  of  the  fanueiy,  stand- 
ing upon  nearly  two  acres  of 
groundi  also  in  the  barns,  wheat, 
the  produce  of  ib  acres,  a  laige 
quantity  of  oals.and  also  of  beans> 
which  had  lately  been  taken  in: 
three  stacks  of  beniis,  and  two  of 
hay,  which  were  standing  in  the 
yards,  were  likewise  consumed, 
w(ith  all  the  farming  implements, 
including  waggons,  lunihreb, 
plough  and  curt  liaines  J,  a  thrash- 
ing luuchine,  and  much  other  pro- 
perty, used  in  so  extensive  a  con- 
cern. The  live  t>lock,  which  was 
coiifmed  in  the  yards,  was  releas- 
ed, excepting  a  calf,  several  pigs, 
and  the  poultry,  which  were  burnt. 


Such  a  lamentable  scene  of  de- 
struction has  not  been  witnessed 
since  the  lire  at  Nonon-hall,  in 
I'urleigb ;  the  flames,  as  on  that 
occasion,  were  seen  at  a  givat 
distance.  The  estate  is  the  pio- 
pcrty  of  Mr.  Clme,  the  surge.ia. 
Whether  the  buildingii  are  injured, 
we  are  unacquainted ;  the  tenants 
are  fortunately  insured,  although 
much  untier  the  extent  of  their 
loss,  in  the  I'hmnix  fire-office. 
The  damage  is  estimated  at  4,00O^. 
The  engine  belonging  to  the  Iv-scx 
and  Suffolk  Eiiuttuble  Insurance 
Society  was  dispatched  with  nit 
possible  ei|)edition,  and  arrived  in 
lime  to  save  the  house;  but,  from 
the  dryness  of  the  se.-ison,  the 
flames  gained  so  great  an  ascend- 
ancy-, as  to  counteract  evety  exer- 
tion to  prevent  destruction  to  the 
other  properly.  There  is  twi 
much  reason  to  conjecture  that 
the  fire  was  wilfiiUy  occasioned  ; 
and  it  is  hoped  thai  justice  will, 
eie  long,  overtake  those  concern- 
ed in  such  a  villanous  and  diabo- 
lical deed. — ChebHifurd  paper. 

On  Friday  morning,  alxmt  ten 
o'clock,  a  fire  broke  out  upon  the 
premises  of  a  farm  at  A^jieden, 
near  liuntingford,  occupied  by 
Mr.  Wni.

Unfnrtuoately  the  direction 
of  the  wind  was  such  as  to  carry 
the  scattered  pieces  of  flumitig 
timber  towards  another  fiann,  iw- 
cupiecl  by  Mr.  Winney,  (lie  build- 
ings of  which  catight  lire ;  and  al- 
though every  assistance  was  given 
thnt  was  practicable,  this  farm 
was  doomed  to  eharetlie  same  fate 
as  the  farmer,  the  whole  of  the 
buildings  bein^  burnt  to  the 
gruu ml,  except  the  dwelling-house. 
At  this  dreadful  lire,  a  greiit  quiui- 
tily  of  corn,  b<iih  in  liie  barns 
nod  ID  stacks,  &c,  was  destroyed  ; 
no  less  tliaii  eleven  barns  stood 
upon  tliose  furms,  and  the  pre- 
mises altugeiher  are  said  to  Itave 
covered  four  acres  of  ground.  It 
is  painful  to  add,  (here  is  little 
iliiubt  but  that  this  catiistrophe 
was  the  work  of  some  villain  or 
villains  yet  undiscuvered. — Cam- 
bridg*  paper.

To  decide  on 
the  second,  the  Aiisembly  was  di- 
vided into  seven  different  Com- 
mittees, which  united  to  deter- 
mine on  the  points  proposed  by 
the  Superintendents,  and  to  trans- 
mit in  writing  to  the  Commission 
their  opinion  on  this  matter.  Ac- 
cording (o  the  nugority  of  these 
opinionsj  which  were  idmost  una- 
nimous on  the  principal  object, 
the  following  points  were  esta- 
hUshcd:— 

1.  The  United  Communions 
shall  bear  the  name  of  Evangeli- 
cal Christian  Church.

If  then 
it  should  be  obvious,  tliot  there 
were  behind,  other  offenders  more 
deserving  the  indignant  infliction 
of  the  law  (though  the  defendant 
should  unhappily,  even  by  the 
effect  of  his  own  contrition,  afi- 
pear  earlier  before  the  Court), 
it  would  not  think  it  necessary  to 
make  his  punishment  the  precise 
standard  to  what  was  due  to  such 
crimes  ;  he  hod  admitted  judg- 
ment to  gn  by  default  j  he  hod 
done  his  utmost  to  acknowledge 
his  offence,  and  to  show  his  con- 
trition, and  his  situation  might 
well  be  rantrasled  with  those  who 
had  added  to  their  guilt  by  a  dar- 
ing and  contumacious  resistance 
to  the  ibrms  of  the  law.  He  had  _ 
rwt  bid  an  audacious  defiance  to 
the  Attorney-general,  or  thrown 
the  gauntlet  in  the  face  of  the 
Cowrt. 
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Court.  A  topic  of  mt  ligation 
might  also  bi-  derived  from  the  fact, 
that  the  defendant  waa  merely  a 
country  printer.  Those  of  that 
trade  in  London  knew  well  thnt 
it  waa  their  duty  to  watch  most 
carefully  all  the  productions  of 
their  press  ;  it  was  a  ))art  of  the 
economy  of  their  establishments  ; 
but  country  printers,  whose  types 
were  engaged  in  cat.iloguBfi,  in 
cheap  re -publications  of  popular 
works;  or  at  most  in  a  provincial 
newspaper,  were  not  siiRicienlly 
upon  their  guard  in  this  respect ; 
and  designing  iadivi<luals  might 
tike  advantage  of  their  ignorance, 
and  employ  them  to  give  to  the 
world  the  most  baneful  libeb ;  it 
was  admitted  that  the  parody  in 
question  had  first  appeareit  fiom 
a  London  press,  anil  a  miin  like 
the  defendant  might  deem  that 
circumstance  alone  some  warrant 
Air  his  conduct.  It  was  sworn 
also  that  the  defendant  had  nut 
the  remotest  connexion  with  any 
of  those  who  in  the  metropolis 
had  spread  these  baneful  pixiduc* 
tions.  It  was  true  that,  in  the 
eye  of  the  law,  a  man  who  was 
guilty  of  the  publication  was  pre- 
sumed to  be  guilty  of  llic  know- 
ledge of  its  effects ;  but  although 
this  might  wari'ant  a  judge  in 
directing  a  verdict,  it  was  a  legal 
construction  which  would  not  be 
observed  in  all  its  strictness  when 
the  defendant  was  upon  the  floor 
to  receive  judgnient  :  if,  too,  on 
the  face  of  the  lilicl,  another  ob- 
ject and  pnrj  ose  were  more  pro- 
minent than  that  charged,  their 
lorilslii|>s,  in  a  case  like  the  pre- 
sent, would  lie  inclined  to  put  the 
most  lenient  construction  on  the 
conduct  of  the  defendant,    '^he

The  workhouse 
system,  though  enacteil  with  other 
views,  yet  for  a  long  time  acted 
very  powerfully  in  deterring  per-

■were  many  wlio  would  struggle 
through  their  difficulties,  rather 
than  undergo  the  discipline  of  a 
ivorkhousej  this  effect  however  is 
no  longer  produced  in  the  same 
degree,  as  by  two  modern  statutes 
ttie  justices  hi-ve  power  under  cer- 
tain conditions  to  order  relief  to 
be  given  out  of  the  workhouses.

The  estimate  for  1817  is  less 
than  fur  1816,  in  conse<iuence  of 
some  vacant  appointments  not 
having  been,  and  not  l>eing  in- 
tended, to  be  filled  up  ;  such  as  a 
baiTack -master  generd  for  Scot- 
land, a  garrison  surgeon  at  Edin- 
burgh, and  some  other  small 
reductions  on  the  establishment  of 
the  home  garrisons. 

In  the  garrisons  in  North  Ame- 
rica, &c.  various  appoiniments  are 
not  continued  in  1917i  fuch  as 
garrison- surgeons  and  barrack- 
masters,  wliich  have  ceased  to 
exist  on  their  former  fooling.

They  are  to  he  entitled  to 
their  discharge  at  the  expiration 
of  any  of  these  periods  of  service) 
and  further  to  such  ]>ensions  fur 
their  services  as  his  Mtgesity,  by 
any  regulations  to  be  framed  in 
consequence  of  that  act,  niigbt 
think  proper  to  allow.

Your  comraitlee  are  fully  aware 
of  the  expense  which  the  plan  of 
buihling  a  new  prison  will  entail 
on  the  finances  of  the  eoimtry, 
but  ibey  cannot  consider  the  co&t 
entirely  additional,  or  one  of  which, 
if  the  object  to  be  attained  is 
brought  into  account,  the  public 
cm  have  any  right  to  complain. 
At  present  the  children  committed 
to  the  different  prisons  are  main- 
tained at  the  county  or  city  chat^es. 
And  your  committee  do  not  pro- 
pose to  shift  that  cost  on  the  pub- 
lic treasury' ;  they  have  been  in- 
formed by  persons  who  have  taken 
pains  to  obtain  a  correct  estimate 
as  to  the  expense  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  prisoners,  that  on  on 
average,  the  cost  at  the  Philan- 
thropic, the  Refuge  for  the  Desti- 
tute, and  the  common  piisons, 
may  be  taken  at  HI.  per  annum; 
and  that  part  of  that  expense  may 
be  defrayed  by  the  labours  of  the 
prisoners. 

Upon  the  important  question  of 
employing  convicts  in  the  different 
prisons,  as  well  aa  on  board  the 
hulks,  both  as  to  the  moral  no 
less  than  the  economical  conse- 
quences, your  committee  at  pre- 
sent wish  to  give  no  decisive  opi.

Robert  Fulton  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Little  Britain,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  and  state  of 
Pennsylvanifi,  in  the  year  1765;  he 
was  of  a  respectable  though  not 
opulent  family.  His  father,  Kobe  it 
Futlon,  was  a  native  of  Kilkenny, 
in  Ireland,  His  mother  WiU  also 
of  a  respectable  Irish  family,  by 
the  name  of  Smith,  cstubliahed  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Ill  his  infancy  he  was  pot  to 
school  in  Lancaster,  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  acquired  the  nidi- 
ments  of  a  common  English  edu- 
cation. 

His  peculiar  genius  manifested 
itself  at  a  very  early  age.  In  his 
childhood,  all  liis  hours  of  recrea- 
tion were  passed  In  the  sho|>s  of 
mechanics,  ur  in  the  employment 
of  his  pencil  ;  and  at  this  early 
period  of  his  life  he  had  no  other 
desire  for  money  than  to  supply 
himself  with  the  necessary  mate- 
rials to  indulge  his  tasle  for  nie- 
chanism  and  drawing. 

By  the  time  he  had  attained  the 
age  of  seventeen  years,  lie  became 
BO  much  an  artist  with  his  pencil. 


Its  to  derive  emolument  from  paiot* 
ing  portraits  and  landscapes,  in 
Philadelphia,  where  he  remained 
till  he  was  about  twenty-one.  In 
this  time  he  hud  made  the  ac- 
quaintance of  our  celebrated  cx>un- 
tryman  Doctor  Fnmklln,  by  whom 
he  was  much  noticed. 

Mr.  Pulton  throughout  his 
course  as  a  mechanist  and  civil 
engineer,  derived  great  advantage 
from  his  talent  for  drawing  and 
painting.  He  was  an  elegant  and 
accurate  draftsman. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find,  that  Mr. 
Fulton  ever  felt  as  an  American. 
Hb  long  residence  abroad  did  not 
enfeeble  his  attachment  to  his 
country.  Thoughts  of  her  pros- 
pei'ity  and  welfai'e  were  connected 
with  all  liis  projects;  and  those 
that  he  tliought  might  be  of  ad- 
vantage to  her,  he  cummunicated 
with  a  promptness  and  disinte- 
restedness which  marked  his  desire 
to  serve  her. 

Ardour  and  perseverance  were 
characters  of  Mr.  Fulton's  mind} 
when  he  hud  conceived  what  he 
thought  a  practicable  and  benefi- 
clal  project,  he  left  no  means  un- 
tried, and  spared  no  pains  for  its 
accomplishment. 

It  may  be  well  to  notice  here, 
a  matter  not  otherwise  of  import- 
ance, than  as  it  serves  lo  mark 
the  pliancy  of  Mr.  Fulton's  mind, 
and  the  versatility  of  his  genius.

I  MAY  give  sonic  description  or 
my  friend,  who  turn«l  back 
to  shew  nie  tbe  well,  and  this 
mn;  be  taken  as  the  u^ual  appear- 
ance of  a  travelling  Sertonejo. 
tie  rode  a  small  horse  with  a  long 
tail  and  mane ;  hie  saddle  was 
rather  raised  before  and  behind  j 
Us  stirrups  were  of  rustjt  iron, 
nnd  his  bit  was  of  the  same ;  the 
reins  were  two  very  narrow  thongs. 
His  ilress  consisted  of  long  panta- 
loona  or  leggings,  of  tanned  but 
undressed  leather,  of  a  rusty 
brown  colour,  whidi  wai-e  tied 
tight  round  his  waist,  and  under 
these  are  worn  a  pair  of  eotton 
drawers  or  trowgers,  as  the  seat 
is  left  unprotected  by  the  leather. 
He  had  a  binned  gunt-skin  over 
his  breast,  which  was  tied  behind 
l>y  four  strings,  uid  a  jacket  also 
ninde  of  leather,  which  is  gene- 
rally thrown  over  one  shoulder ; 
liis  hafwns  of  the  same,  with  a 
'ery  shiillow  crown,  and  small 
brim  ;  he  h»d  slip-bhod  slippers 
of  Die  Mine  colour,  and  iron  spurs 


upon  his  naked  heels, — the  straps 
which  go  under  the  feet  prevent 
the  risk  of  losing  tbe  slippers.  A 
long  whip  of  twisted  thongs  bung 
from  his  right  wrijC;  he  had  a 
sword  by  his  side,  hanging  from 
a  belt  over  one  shoulder  j  bis 
knife  was  in  his  girdle,  and  his 
short  (iirty  pipe  in  his  mouth. 
Fastened  to  his  saddle  behind,  was 
a  piece  of  red  baize,  rolled  up  in 
tbe  form  of  a  great  coat,  and  this 
usually  contains  a  hanimock  and 
a  chdnge  of  linen, — a  shirt,  and 
drawers,  and  perhaps  a  pair  of 
nankeen  pantaloons;  his  boroacas 
hung  aUo  on  each  side  of  the  back 
of  his  saddle,  and  these  genenJIy 
cont^n  farinha  and  dried  meat  on 
one  side,  and  on  the  other  a  flint 
and  steel,  (dried  letires  serve  as 
tinder)  tobacco,  and  a  spare  pipe. 
To  litis  einiipmcnt  is  sometimes 
aiUled,  a  large  pistol,  thrust  partly 
under  the  left  thigh,  and  thus  se- 
cured. I'hc  usual  pace  oC  the  Ser- 
tanejo's  horse  is  a  walk,iippioach- 
ing  to  a  short  trot ;  so  that  the 
horses  of  these  people  often  have 
acquired  the  habit  <if  dragging 
their  hind  legs,  and  throwing  up 
tb« 
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the  dust.  The  usual  coluur  of  ihe 
Sertanejoa  is  a  darlt  brown ;  fur 
even  those  who  are  born  white, 
soon  become  as  completely  tanned 
06  the  dress  which  they  wear, 
from  exposure  to  the  sun. 

The  colour  of  the  Sertanejos 
varies  from  white,  of  which  there 
are  necess.-irily  few,  to  a  dark 
brown  j  the  shades  of  whiuh  are 
almn&l  as  various  as  there  are  per- 
sons :  two  of  exactly  ihe  same  tint 
are  scarcely  to  be  met  with.  Chil- 
dren of  the  same  parents  rarely  jf 
ever  are  of  the  same  shade  j  some 
difference  is  almost  always  perceiv- 
able, and  this  is,  in  many  in- 
stances, so  gluring,  ns  to  lend  at 
first  to  doubts  of  the  authenticity ; 
but  it  is  too  general  to  be  aught 
but  whiitis  right.  Theofl^pring  of 
white  and  blacL  persons  leans,  in 
most  instances,  more  to  one  colour 
thun  to  the  other,  uhen  perhaps 
a  second  child  will  tnke  a  contrary 
tinge.  These  remarks  do  not  hoU 
good  ill  the  fjertam,  but  are  np- 
plictibte  to  all  the  country  which  1 
hail  opportunities  of  seeing.  The 
Sertauejo,  if  colour  is  set  aside, 
is  certainly  handsome;  and  the 
women,  whilst  young,  have  well- 
shaped  forms,  and  many  of  them 
good  features )  indeed  1  have 
Feen  some  of  the  white  persons 
who  would  be  admired  in  any 
country.  Their  constant  expo- 
sure to  the  sun,  and  its  gieut 
power  at  a  distance  fi'om  the  sea, 
darkens  the  complexion  more  than 
if  the  same  persons  hail  resided 
upon  the  coast:  but  this  gives 
them  ft  decided  dark  colour,  which 
has  the  appearance  of  durability, 
and  is  much  preferable  to  a  sallow 
sickly  look,  though  of  a  lighter 
tint.

The  Indians  of  these  villages, 
and  indeed  of  all  those  which  I 
passed  through,  are  Christians; 
tliough  it  is  said  that  some  few  of 
them  fi>1law  in  secret  their  ohd 
heathenish  rites,  paying  adoratioQ 
to  the  maracA,  ami  practising  all 
the  customs  of  their  religion,  if  I 
may  use  this  word,  of  which  so 
exact  a  description  is  given  in  Mr. 
Southey'ft  History  of  Brazil.  When 
the  Roman  Catholic  religion  does 
tiike  root  in  them,  it  of  necessity 
degenerates  into  the  most  abject 
«uperstitiun.  An  adherence  lo 
superstitious  rites,  whether  d 
Roman  Catholic  onlination  or  pre- 
scribed by  their  own  undetjoed 
faith,'  appears  to  be  the  only  part 
of  their  character  in  which  tbey 
show  any  constancy.  Each  vill^e 
h.is  its  priest,  who  is  oftentimes  a 
vicar,  and  resident  for  life  upon 
the  spot.  A  director  is  also  at- 
tached to  each  village,  who  is  sup- 
posed to  be  a  white  man ;  he  has 
great  power  over  the  personswilb- 
in  his  jurisdiction.  Ifnproprietarof

The  How,  or  King,  is  an  arbi- 
trary monarch,  deriving  bis  right 
to  tbe  throne  partly  from  here- 
ditary suceessioa,  and  imrtly  from 
military  power,  which  latter  he 
is  occasioiwlly  obliged  to  exert  to 
BCCOK  tiimsdf  in  the  former.  His 
power  and  influence  over  the  minds 
of  the  people  is  derived  from  tbe 
fdtowing  circumstances ;  viz.  he- 
reditwy  right  {  supposed  protec- 
tion of  the  gods,  if  be  is  the  lawful 
heir)  his  reputation  as  a  warrior ; 
ibc  nobility  of  his  descent  j  and 
Isatly,  but  not  Icastly,  thestreogth 
awl  number  of  his  Hg^ting  men. 
He,  of  course,  possesses  Ibe  greiU- 
est  power,  of  any  individual,  but, 
in  reqtcct  to  mak,  as  before  ob- 
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served,  he  is  dHEr^ntly  circum- 
stanced. In  this  last  parllcular, 
not  only  Tooitonga,  Veachi,  and 
priests  actually  inspired,  nre  su< 
periar  to  him,  but  even  several 
other  nobles  ore  higher  in  rank, 
not  as  lo  office  or  power,  bnt  as  to 
blood,  or  descent,  for  nobility  con- 
sists in  being  related  either  to 
Tooitonga,  Veachi,  or  tbe  How, 
and  the  nearer  any  family  is  related 
to  them,  the  nobler  it  is;  those 
related  to  Totdtongn  being  nobler 
than  those  equally  related  to  Vea- 
chi, and  those  related  to  this  Utter 
being  more  nnble  than  thoste 
equally  related  to  the  How. 
Hence  it  appears  that  there  must 
be  many  egis  more  noble  even 
than  tlic  liing  himself,  and  lo  such 
the  king,  meeting  them,  oiiut  .

I'his  plain  wus  lite-  t»o  forks  of  a  small  branch  of  the 
rally  covered  wiih  buffaloes  as  Tar  Arkansas,  one  of  whidi  washes 
as  we  could  see,  and  we  soon  dis-  its  southern  extremity ;    and  the 
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other  principal  one,  runs  oearlypa- 
rullel,  wittiin  a  mile  of  its  opposite 
side.  It  is  a  liard  level  pl^ii,  of 
reddiah  coloured  sand,  and  of  an 
irregular  or  niixed  figure.  Its 
greatest  length  is  5'oni  north-west 
to  south-east,  and  its  cirtumfe- 
rent-e  full  thirty  iniies.  From  the 
appearance  of  drift-wood  that  is 
scattered  over,  it  would  seem  that 
the  whole  plain  is  at  times  inun- 
dated by  the  oTcrflowing  of  the 
streams  that  pass  near  it.  This 
plain  is  entirely  covered  in  hot 
dry  weather,  from  two  to  six 
inches  deep,  with  a  crust  of  beau- 
tiful clean  wliite  salt,  of  a  quality 
rather  superior  to  the  imported 
blown  salt:  it  bears  a  striking  re- 
semblance to  ft  field  of  brilliant 
SDow  after  a  rain,  with  a  light 
crust  on  its  tup.  On  a  bright 
sunny  morning,  the  appearance  of 
this  natural  curiosity  is  highly  pic- 
turesque :  it  possesses  the  quality 
of  looming,  or  magnifying  objects, 
and  this  in  a  very  striking  degree, 
making  the  smidt  billets  of  wood 
appear  as  formidable  as  trees. 
Numbers  of  buSsloes  were  on  the 
plain.  The  Saline  is  environed 
by  a  stripe  of  marshy  prairie,  with 
a  few  scattered  trees,  mostly  of 
cotton  wood ;  behind  these  is  a 
range  of  sand  hills,  some  of  which 
are  perfectly  naked,  others  thinly 
clothed  with  verdure  and  dwarf 
plum  bushes,  not  more  than  tlurty 
inches  in  height,  from  which  we 
procured  abundance  of  the  most 
delicious  plums  I  ever  tasted.*' 

Earthquakes. — "As  it  required 
every  effurt  of  skill  and  exertion 
to  pass  through  this  channel  in 
safety,  and  us  the  sun  had  set,  I 
resolved  to  wait  until  the  morning, 
ond  caused  the  boat  to  be  moored 
to  a  small  island,  about  500  yartis 


above  the  entrance  into  the  chan- 
nel. After  supper,  we  nent  to 
sleep  as  usual :  about  ten  o'clock, 
and  in  the  night  I  was  aivakened 
by  a  most  trenienduous  noi-'e,  ac- 
companied by  an  agitation  of  the 
boat  so  violent,  that  it  appeared  in 
danger  of  upsetting.  Before  I 
couid  quit  the  bed,  or  rather  the 
skin,  upon  which  1  lay,  the  four 
men  who  slept  in  the  other  cabin 
rushed  in  and  cried  out  in  the 
greatest  terror,  '  0  men  Dieu  ! 
MontieuT  Bradbury,  qu'est  ce  ?  qu'il 
g  a?'  I  passed  them  with-  some 
difficulty,  and  ran  to  the  door  of 
thecabin,  where  I  could  distinctly 
see  the  river  as  if  agitated  by  a 
storm  j  and  although  the  noise 
was  inconceivably  loud  and  ter- 
rific, I  could  distinctly  hear  the 
crash  of  falling  trees,  and  the 
screaming  of  the  wild  fowl  on  the 
riviT,  but  found  that  the  bant  was 
still  safe  at  her  moorings.  I  was 
followed  out  by  the  men  and  the 
patron,  still  in  accents  of  terror, 
inquiring  what  it  was :  I  tried  to 
calm  them  by  saying,  '  Retlet 
votti  lraMt]uil,  c'eil  ua  IrembUmait 
de  Itrre,'  which  they  did  not  seem 
to  understand.

The  cinnamon  fur- 
nished, in  consequence  of  this 
treaty,  by  the  subjects  of  the  King 
of  Kandy,  was  of  an  inferior 
quality,  being  mixed  with  thick, 
coarse,  and  ill- prepared  bark.

The  first  is  most  probably  the 
amount  of  the  produce  of  a  choice 
plant,  or  bush  :  the  second  is  ad- 
mitted tu  be  Il)e  average  produce 
of  each  plant  in  the  plautatiuu.

In  sug- 
gesting the  means  of  obtaining 
this  (quantity  he  entei's  into  an 
elaborate  calculation,  founded  on 
the  statements  of  M.  .Tonvillc,  to 
ascertain  how  much  cinnamon  the 
Marandhan  plantation  could  be 
made  annually  to  produce.  The 
conchjsion  he  draws  is,  that  this 
plantation  alone  would  yield  an- 
nually 13,618  bales.  In  prose- 
cuting this  subject,  be  strongly 
ami  precipitately  recommends  the 
imniedinte  grubbing  up  of  the 
cinnamon  plants  in  the  Kaderane 
plantation,  and  in  the  innumerable 
Binail  plantations  which  were 
found  in  the  priiate  property  of 
individuals,  and  eventually  the 
plantatiims  of  Ekel^  and  MorotCo. 
The  enormous,  exag^rated  esli- 
mulion  of  the  eventual  produce  of

If  all  the  floating  islands  of  ice 
thus  proceed  from  disruptions  of 
the  icebergs  generated  on  the 
land,  how  is  it  that  so  few  are 
met  with  in  Greenland,  and  those 
comparatively  so  diminutive,  whilst 
Baffin's  Boy  affords  them  so  plen- 
tifully, and  of  such  amazing  size ! 
The  largeat  I  ever  saw  in  Green- 
land, was  about  a  thousand  yards 
in  circumference,  nearly  square, 
of  a  regular  flat  surfoce,  twenty 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea ; 
and  as  it  was  composed  of  the 
most  dense  kind  of  ice,  it  must 
have  been  ISO  or  160  feet  in  - 
thickness,  and  in  weight  about 
two  millions  of  tons.  But  masses 
have  been  repeatedly  seen  in 
Davis'  Straits,  near  two  miles  in 
length,  and  one-third  as  broad, 
whose  rugged  mountainous  sum- 
mits were  reared  with  various 
spires  to  the  height  of  more  than 
a  hundred  feet,  whilst  their  base 
must  have  reached  to  the  depth 
of  a  hundred  and  fifty  yards  be- 
neath the  surface  of  the  sea. 
Others,  again,  hove  been  observed, 
possessing  an  even  surfece,  of 
five  or  six  square  miles  in  area, 
elevated  thirty  yards  above  the 
sea,  and  fhirly  run  aground  in 
water  of  ninety  or  a  hundred 
fathoms  in  depth  (  the  weight  of 
which  must  have  been  upwards 
of  two  thousand  millions  of  tons !

Light  Red. — Mix  equal  parts  of 
the  red  liquid  water  and  tamarind 
water  over  a  briak  fire ;  in  this 
mixture  dip  and  wring  the  silk 
alternately,  until  it  has  received  a 
proper  quantity  of  the  dye.  To 
mcrease  the  colour  increase  the 
proportion  of  the  red  liquid,  and 
let  the  silk  boil  a  few  minutes  in 
the  mixture,  "to  make  the  silk 
hold  the  colour,  they  boil  a  handful 
of  the  bark  called  Load  in  water; 
strain  the  decoction,  and  add  cold 
water  to  ilj  dip  the  dyed  silk  into 
this  liquor  several  times,  and  then 
dry  the  silk.  Cotton  cloths  are 
dj%d  in  this  manner,  but  the  dye 
is  not  so  lasting  as  in  silk. 


.  Spanish  Wool. — The  lac  colour 
is  preserved  by  the  nativea  upon 
flakes  of  cotton  dipped  repeatedly 
into  a  strong  solution  of  the  lac 
insect  in  water,  and  dried. 

Here  I  ought  to  have  <lescribed 
the  utilities  of  tliis  liody,  as  prac- 
tised by  Eilra)>eans,  but  I  am  not 
master  of  the  subject,  and  shall  be 
very  glad  to  see  it  done  by  an 
abler  hand.  The  pro|iertie3  of 
bodies  should  be  as  fiiUy  described 
OS  possible,  for  tlierein  consists 
the  principal  utility  of  natural  his- 
tory. The  present  mode  of  de- 
scribing naturol  productions  merely 
as  materis  medlrie,  pictorise,  &c. 
is  in  my  opinion  highly  injurious 
to  the  subject,  trifling,  unbecom- 
ing a  natural  historian,  and  is  the 
cause  of  a  great  evil. 

To  be  added. — After  the  grind- 
stones, the  gross  remdins  after 
making  shell  lac  is  formed  into 
balls,  polished,  and  painted  for 
l>oys  and  men  to  play  with,  as  our 
boys  do  with  marbles.  Perhapa 
in  this  consists  the  secret  art  of 
making  the  European  marbles.
